Sierra .Madre district school bonds 
are retjarded as a Kood investment by 
the ('rovvn t'lty Hank of Pa.sa(lena, 
joilKitiK by the premium of $400 offered 
by them on the Slli.riOO bond issue. The 
bill was made subject to legal approval 
of the vallility of the issue. The dis- 
Irii't attorney's office has already pass¬ 
ed on Ihe proceedings so it is thought 
there will be diffieully in satisfying 
the bank's attorneys. 

School bonds are almost always con¬ 
sidered good and the small outstanding 
indebtedness of this district doubtless 
made the present Issue look attractive, 
as well us the 5>,4 per cent interest 
rate. The new Issue makes the totai 
di bt of the district about $21,000 which 
bears an unusually low proportion to 
the assessed valuation of nearly $2,- 
000,000. 

With the sale of the bonds complet¬ 
ed, the sehisd trustees advertise this 
week for proposals for the building of 
the proposed additions to the public 
school plant. These include the audi¬ 
torium building, domestic science cot¬ 
tage. kindergarten cottage, manual 
training shot) aiul modern plumbing 
ci|ui|iment. .Vt the earliest possible 
date wheti work could be started it 
Wotdd be Impossible to have all the 
Imiirovements completed before the 
■ ilicning of school. 

Will Have Kindergarten. 

Kstablishment of a kindergarten de¬ 
partment is assuretl, the necessar>' pe- 
tltioti having been Itled with the school 
trustees. A teacher has been secured 
for the deiiartineiit and work will be¬ 
gin as soon as the new iiuarters arc 
really for occupancy. Both the kinder¬ 
garten ‘and domestic science courses- 
will be atTected somewhat by the prog¬ 
ress of the new buildings. Sliecial 
teachers have been hireil for both de- 
liartments and the trustees are now 
facing the problem of git'ing the teach¬ 
ers a place to work. 

School will mien In all deiiartmenls 
on September 21. the third .Monday in 
the month. The main building hits been 
ei|ul|i|ied with screens throughout, 
vsbich will add to the comfort of the 
imp.Is tind bt* more sanitjir.v.

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of Ih* simplest kind would eliminate most of the lose 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves last esaeon. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
eimpio rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don’t build a camp fire any larger than is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for e short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt, 

4. Don't build a cemp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the-neadlaa, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out If possible! If you can't put it 
out, get word to the neereet U. S. forest ranger or stats fire warden 
juet ae quickly as you possibly can.

Kepublican, Hemo- 
I crat, Progressive and Independent pa- 
I pers have given generous .support to 
j Chamhers on the theory that he has 
I made good and is a competent succes- 
! sor to the controllers who preceded 
i him. 

j While the controller's office proper 
I is a great auditing department, the 
I controller himself must be a man of 
' executive ability, one of good Juilg- 
; ment, a man who can decide legal and 
■ other Important ouestlons. Account¬ 
ants and clerks can be hired. The con¬ 
troller has bigger things to do. 

Beyond the auditing <ieparlment, 
the controller has under him the in¬ 
heritance lax ilepartment, the land re- 
ilemiitlon deipartment, the corporation 
franchise <lepartment and. ex-officio, 
Is a member of the state board of 
e<|uali/,ation. 

In addition, he is a member of tho 
commission consisting, be.sides him¬ 
self. of the goveriiof and state treas- 
; iirer. which passes upon loans of state 
' money to banks and the value of the 
' se< «!ritles they submit as collateral. 

.\lso the conlripller must cirtilliMte 
tb'- bonils of such irrigation districts 
us have been .tiiproved by a Commis¬ 
sion that is charged with the iluty of 
' passing upon tin- legal ami pbysiial 
' issues involved. 

.As a member of the state board of 
' euuali'/atlon. which levies state taxes, 
the controller is not only charged with 
1 ill! the powers and iluties pertaining to 
I any of the other members, hut in ad- 
I dition is looked to by the legislature, 
i men of linance and the public for sug¬ 
gestions, comment and counsel. He is 
j expecteil to watch the revenue and the 
outgo, to sound a warning when ex¬ 
penditures increa.se too rapidl.v, to ad¬ 
vise what to "do where needed revenue 
can be olitained and to proteel the 
treasury. 

The inheritance tax department is 
a Very important one, ispeiually now 
that the present slate tax s.\ stem may 
prove inadeipjule to pnuluee suffi¬ 
cient revenue after this fiscal year. 

During the tliree preceding tiscal 
years, the annual revenue from this 
sopree was $l,5oo,ou0. I'hambers for 
the year ending June 30th. last, in- 
rreast'd this nearl\' $i,uuo.ooo. liy far 
the largest revenue ever derived from 
this source liy California. 

I'poii taking olTice. he calU'd the in¬ 
heritance tax appraisers into conven¬ 
tion and by that means and others 
.greatly increased the elTiciency of the 
department. 

He lias suggestions for amendments 
to the law for submission to the next 
legislature, which, if granteii will help 
greatly and inateriall.i increase the 
reveii ue. 

The land redemption department 
(land taken over for delimiucnt inxes) 
is now producing an annual revenue of 
over $42X.OOO. No man knows the ex¬ 
tent or the value of California's de- 
Unquent land, hut the annual revenue 
will give an idea of its importance. 

By articles in newspapers and by 
speeches, Chamhers has endeavored to 
awaken the people in this matter. He 
has shown how. because of new 
amendments to Ihe law. the mmilier of 
new delinuuencles can he malerlall.v 
held down and of old ilelimiuenoies re¬ 
duced. This means the increased re- 
slorallon of such lands to tho assess- 
nieiit rolls and more money for state 
and eounties. .As a result of t'hanihers' 
aotivity in this regard there has heeii 
an awakening all along the line and 
the benetlt is apparent. 

Moreover he has denounced the 
abuses to which llu' deliiiuueni land 
laws are subjected by designing per- 
I sons ami has shown how such |irac- 
I tii'es lan he stitpped if Ihe legislature 
i will adopt his suggestions. 

Chambers is now at work preparing 
data for a report to the next legisla- 
Inre on Ihe work of his offiee during 
the piisl two lisenl years and making 
; suggestions ns to future legislation. 

I Also, he Is gathi'rlng data as to 
sources of revetiue enjo.ved b.\ other 
slates In adilitioii to a tax on general 
pfoperly or eorporaltons, that he can 
disetiss with the eoining legislature 
whnt I'an be done toward raising need¬ 
ed nioni-y by the state.

I his recognized ability as a lawyer. ■ 
Judge Shenk is one of the six attor- 
I neys selected by Governor Johnson last: 
j August to occupy the six newly-cre- 1 
ated departments of the superior court. ^ 
I Having held that office a little short: 
I of a year, it is generally conceded that 
he has "made good." His capacity for 
hard work seemingly Is unlimited, and 
in the past year he has handled many j 
I important and involved ea.ses. l 

I For seven years Judge Shenk served 
j the city of Los Angeles in the city at- 
I torney's office, entering a.s a deputy 
I In 1!I06, becoming a.ssistanl two years 



later. He w a.s appointed by the city 
conneil to lill the \aiancy in .August, 
litlu. He succeeded himself tile follow¬ 
ing year, currying tile election by a 
handsome majority. 

During the seven years he spent in 
tile city attorney's olTiie Judge Shenk 
liamlled many important cases and the 
involved and important detail work of 
the office. Perhaps tile most important 
litigation in which Judge Slieiik parti¬ 
cipated while in tlie office of the city 
attorney, from a .statewide standpoint, 
was tile injunction brought by Hie 
Sunset Telegraph and Telephone com¬ 
pany against the city of Pomona to 
enjoin the city from interfering witii 
the riglit claimed by the company to 
occupy the streets without getting a 
fruiicliise therefor from the city gov- 
eriiineiit. Tlie city won in the lower 
courts but tile United Slates circuit 
court of appeal held that pide line 
Cl inpanies had the right to use the 
streets of a inuiiicipality without x 
franchise. < >n account of tlie impor¬ 
tance of the issue involved, tlie city 
council of l.os Angeles authorized 
Judge .Shenk to carry the cause, on be¬ 
half of tile city of Pomona, to the su¬ 
preme court of the Pnited States. 
There the ruling of the circuit court 
of appeal was reversed, and today, 
thanks to tile able work of Judge 
Slienk, every pole line ioni|iany in tlie 
state has to secure* a franchise liefore 
it can string its wires in any lity in 
California. 

Judge Shenk is forty years of agg 
and a native oi A'erniont, He passed 
bis boyhood days on a farm near 
('inuilia. He is a graduate of the Ohio 
\\ esleyan university and later took liis 
law course in the Cniversity of Michi¬ 
gan Law School. His studies at the 
university were interrupted by a year's 
service in an <>liio volunteer regiment
